The board of temperance, prohi- 
bition and public morals of the 
Methodist Episcopal church also is- 
sued a statement, saying the report 
merely showed that “the propagan- 
da against the law.the sneers heard 
from the stage, read in the comic 
strips. obtruded on the public from 
the nooks and corners of fiction, 
have had their effect—the good of 
prohibition in curbing drunken- 
ness being nearly overcome.” 

The Methodist agency asserted 
further that the “misleading char- 
acter of the league's report is in- 
dicated clearly. by the fact that 
increase im population has not 
been taken into consideration.” ,

TOLEDO (Or.) Nov. 29.—Japan 
refuses to regard the deportation 
of the half-dozen Japanese em- 
ployees of the United States 
Spruce Corporation here last July 
as @ closed incident, nor is the 
imperial government satisfied to 
accept the filing of civil action in 
the nature of damage claims ag- 
gregating $125,000 against Toledo 
citizens as satisfactorily fulfilling 
the obligations of the United 
States in the matter.

Authorities here, it was said, 
are content to let the matter rest 
until the Governor of Oregon shall 
indicate the course to pursue.

THREATENS 


Five Millions Doomed by 


Shortage of Grain Crops; 
American Credit Asked 


(BY DISPATCH) 

RIGA (Latvia) Nov. 29.—Famine 
threatens large areas in Central 
Russia, according to the Moscow 
Isvestia. The paper reports that 
the Soviet Relief mmission again 
is holding sessions in Moscow to 
consider means of providing 5,000.- 
000 inhabitants with grain enough 
to carry them through the winter. 
Even before the war the central 
districts of Russia did not har- 
vest enough grain to supply their 
own needs, because of the short 
crop and the large amounts of 
grain consumed in these provinces 
which produce flax and dairy prod- 
ucts. The Commissioner of Finance 
says that the imports program of 
the soviet government has been 
greatly curtailed by the dwindling 
of prospects of grain exports, 
which had been expected to finance 
large purchases abroad. 

Little has been effected with re- 
gard to’ the contemplated Russian 
purchases in America, according to 
the Moscow Economic Life, which 
reports that the Communists are 
again trying to contract for deliv- 
ery of 16,000 American tractors. 

It is reported that every effort 
is being made to induce Amert- 
can manufacturers to grant cred- 
its—that the soviets are emphasiz- 
ing that the size of their pur- 
chases will depend on the aise of 
the credits they obtain.

BUILDERS NOTE 
HOUSE SCARCITY 


Residence Construction Be- 
low Real Needs 


Greater Demand Forecast for 
Industrial W ork 


Increase Seen in  Labor’s 
Productivity 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—Although 
1926 has been a record-breaking 
year in volume of building con- 
struction for most sections of the 
country, the first ten months of 
the year already exceeding the 
total of 1924, there is still a defi- 
nite scarcity of suitable housing 
for persons of average means, ec- 
cording to the American Con- 
struction Council. The large vol- 
ume of residential construction 
has not yet met the country’s real 
‘housing need. City residential 
construction has been largely of 


higher priced apartment hotels 
and apartments of a speculative 
| nature, and while suburban home 
developments of the colony type 
have been very active, they have 
too frequently been high in price 
or very inferior in quality. rm 
homes, where the owner's indi- 
vidual taste prevails, show a ten- 
dency toward modern home im- 
provements and home utilities in 
an increasing degree. 

The dominating type of building 
construction has varied for dif- 
ferent sectiong of the country, de- 
pending upon loca] conditions, but 
aside from residential work pub- 
lic Improvements and utilities and 
commercial bulldings have played 
a relative large part for many dis- 
tricts. Institutional buildings have 
also been active. 

Present indications, the council 
finds, point toward an increasing 
demand for industrial buildings 
and replacement or alteration of 
out-of-date bulldings of commer- 
claj and other types. Building ac- 
tivity been generally pro- 
nounced in outlying districts as 
well as in the large centers, a 
tendency which is continuing. 

Work contracted for and con- 
templated for winter schedule is 
much greater than usua! this time 
of the year, showing the growing 
belief of the public in winter work 
when it is properly conducted, 

Labor productivity has in- 
creased and thus helped to reduce 
actual costs, and the stabilizing in- 
fluence of this condition, if main- 
tained, will be very helpful for the 
future. Material prices have also 
continued relatively stable as a 
whole. Money for bullding pur- 
poses has been readily available in 
most localities. 

These’ facts point toward con- 
tinued stability in volume of op- 
erations for the industry as a 
whole, and the Construction Coun- 
ell urgee that all new work pos- 
sible for the winter season should 
be undertaken and carried to com- 
pietion so as to avoid a spring 
congestion. The public has been 
advised to be doubly cautious, 
however, as to the character of 
construction it accepts for its 
money. With the gradual over- 
coming of the postwar shortage 
and passing of temporary building 
booms in s0me localities the re- 
turn to normal consideration of 
building values will make struc- 
tures of inferior quality an in- 
creasingly heavy liability. There 
are evidences in some few locali- 
ties that the element of caution is 
already curtailing speculative op- 
erations.

MEXICANS TO 


HONOR SAINT 


Fires to Be Kindled December 12 as Tribute to Our 
_ Lady of Guadalupe of 


Legendary Fame 


EL PASO (Tex.) Nov. 29.—Th 


lupe dates back many years be- 
fore 1531, but the prettiest story 
now told of the saint had its 
origin on September 9, 1531, when 


Cuautilan,.was traveling to Mexico 
City. The Virgin of Guadalupe, 
in the form of a beautiful woman, 
appeared before Him. Angels and 
birds were making a4 heavenly 
choir. The saint told Juan to go 


to the bishop at the capital and 
tell him that it was at this place, 
where she appeared before Juan 
on the hills of Tepeyac, that the 
church in her honor should be 
erected. 


BISHOP DOUBTFUL 
With difficulty, Juan finally ob- 
tained an audience with the bishop, 
who doubted his story. Disheart- 
ened, Juan returned to the hill 
where he had seen the _ virgin. 
Again the virgin appeared before 
him, and ordered him to go back to 
the bishop. The bighop demanded 
some evidence that he had seet 
the saint. Juan started back to 
the hill, and the bishop instructed 
two trusted employees to follow 
him, but not to let Juan see them. 
But when Juan reached the holy 
ground, of Guadalupe, he disap- 
peared. The followers could. find 
no trace of him. Juan 
talked to the saint, who told him 
to return the following day and 
the sign or evidence demanded by 
the bishop would be given him. 
When Juan reached home he 
found his uncle very sick. After 
attending to him all day, Juan set 
out for Mexico City to find a con- 
fessor. He was in such haste that 
he skirted ‘the hill, so legend says, 
to avoid meeting the saint. But 
when he reached a spot near the 
holy ground, the virgin again ap- 
peared. And on this very spot 
where Juan met the virgin on 
December 12, 1581, the Collegiate 
Church of Guadalupe now stands. 
But back to the story of Decem- 
ber 12, 1531, Juan told the virgin 
of his uncle's sickness and the 
virgin told him to be not troubled 
and at the same time told him to 
gather some roses from the side of 
the barren hill and take them to 
the bishop as the sign he had re- 
quested. On the erstwhile barren 
hill, Juan gathered beautiful roses 
and put them in his tilma; a sort 
of a blanket worn by Indians, and 
hasten to the bishop. 

«As the bishop was leaving his 
episcopal palace, Juan unfolded 
the tilma to show him the roses, 
but instead of the roses in his 
dusty, worn tilma, there appeared 
on the garment a beautiful painted 
picture of the Virgin of Guada- 
lupe, just as Juan had seen her. 
The bishop was convinced. In 
due time the chapel of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe was built on the spot 
designated. The chapel was fin- 
ished in 1533 and Juan Diego be- 
came its first sexton. In 1709 a 
magnificent cathedral was erected 
adjoining the chapel, and the tilma 
war transferred from the bishop's 
residence to the cathedral. The 
church and the tilma are the ob- 
jects of wonder of thousands of 
tourists who visit Mexico. And to 
visit the original church of Guad- 
alupe is the ambition of every true 
Mexican Catholic. 

Not until 200 years after the 
virgin appeared before Juan Diego 
was the miracle recognized by the 
Prope. In 1754 the Pope took of- 
ficial cognizance of the story, and 
since then the legend has been 
mofé than a legend in the eyes of 
tne established church. And since 
then the celebration of the Feast 
of Guadalupe has been carried on 
every December with full approba- 
tion of Catholicism in Mexico.

The revokable permit law, en- 
acted by the last Legislature, pro- 
vided in substance tha unicipa!

Corporation Commission and that 
these permits may be canceled 
only by the Legislature itself. 
Charges of attempt at_briber 
were made by Senator Jed Johns 
ton of Anadarko before the session 
closed and an investigation of the 
charges was made by @ Senatorial 
committee. Johnson said he had 
been offered $1000 for his vote for 
House Bill No. 4, the revokable 
permit measure. 

Immediately upon passage of the 
measure petitions were circulated 
ealling for a referendum of the 
bill to the people.

CHAPTER I 
On a hot July day in 1889, twe: 
teams of coal miners were play- 
ing a baseball game. It was a 
close game; perhaps the score was 
tied in the ninth. Miner Mills was 
at bat. May be there were two

Now, you must know that the 
diamond of the home team, 
Moosic, lay at. the foot of a hill 
with a backstop behind the plate 
and a fence beyond the backstop. 

At that most dramatic of al! 
possible moments in a ball game., 
the Miner’s Mills batter hit a high 
foul. The catcher I remember as 
a bandy-legged youth with tousled 
red hair and more freckles than 
clustered on any other face In the 
sovereign State of Pennsylvania. 

Squinting into the blazing sun 
from behind his myriad freckles, 
the catcher ran around the back- 
step. The ball, he saw, was sure 
to’ clear the fence. He vaulted 
the fence and caught the ball. 

After the game (of course, 
Moosic won, and there are no rec- 
ords to disprove the statement.) a 
man who said he was Webb Clauss 
and manager of the Leighton team, 
offered the fence-jumping Moosicer 
a catching job on Saturday after- 
noon at §5 and expenses. 

It's all pretty clear in my mind 
about the $5 and expenses and 
about the eager acceptance of the 
red-headed miner, for I was the 
catcher, and although some of that 
red hair has long since passed 
into the great beyond, I still have 
enough freckles left to prove my 
identity. 

That catch marked a_ turning 
point in my lfe, just as in moat 
lives, if only you will dig deep 
enough, you can’ find a significant 
incident that altered their entire 
course. 

For several years I had been 
working in the mines in which my 
father, James Jennings, wa@” a 
mine’ carpenter. I was born. in 
Pittston, Pa... but when I was 2 
years of age our family moved to 
Moosic, another mining town three 
It was 14 when I 
started to work in the mines of 
Moosic. 

Many people have asked me how 
anyone can stand work in the 
mines, but it is not so bad as you 
think. It ts dark there, of course, 
but you get used to the eternal 
darkness. You become accustomed 
to the lantern light and find your 
way about easily. I don’t think it 
is any hardship for the men nor 
for the 
haul the coal. I never saw a mule 
that seemed to mind it in the 
least. 

Mining has its compensations— 
you never get soaked by “Train: 
there are no biting winds tn the 
winter time; you never encounter 
sudden changes in weather. The 
temperature is about even the year 


heat of summer and the cold of 
winter. You appreciate being 
in the mines on  0biistering 


days in winter. It is always com- 
fortable down there. The mines 
hold dangers, but you are in dan- 
ger anywhere else. 

When I began in the 
mines, my salary was 90 cents a 
day. Later this salary was in- 
creased to $1.10 a day, and that 
was as high as I ever got. When 
Webb Clauss offered me $5 and

gasped, for that was almost as 
much money as I could earn in 


all the fun [I waa getting out of it! 

Playing ball was all I lived for. 
We were lifted out of fhe mine at 
o'clock in the afternoon, our 
day's work done. As soon as we 
were released we ran home for a 
quick supper and then to the foot 
of the hill, where we played until 
we could no longer see the ball. 

Baseball was the one great game 
in that mining section. Pittston, 
Moosic, Leighton, Wilkesbarre. 
Scranton and all the mining towns 
near by went solidly for baseball. 
In the descending darkness some 
of the games’ best players were de- 
veloped. Among those who got 
their start in the ines I recall 
Mordecai Brown, Ed Walsh, Stan- 
lay Harris, Jake Daubert, Bill 
Coughlin, the Coveleskies, Harry 
and Stanley; the O'Nelilis, Steve 
and -Jimmy: Larry Doyle, Chick 
Shorten, Mike McNally, Joe Boley 
and the most picturesque of all 
umpires—Timothy Hurst. 

What a pitching and catching 
staff and infield you could get out 
of this crew!

NEW YORE—tThe evil of wun- 
paid accounts against’ which the 
business world has been making 
an organized campaign and 
through thé agency of credit asso- 


clations and other weapons has 
more or leas successfully reduced 
Ite hasards of bead debts, is still 
an unsolved problem for physi- 
clans. 

The general medical practitioner 
ls the chief sufferer from this 
cause in the entire field of the 
profession, ajthough in many 
cases he is the least able to spare 
the fees lost to him through the 
failure of patients to meet their 
obligations. Specialists. professors, 
and high-priced consultants occa- 
sionally find the collection of their 
accounts an arduous task, but in 
general they enjoy fhe prompt 
Payment of their bills, Chiroprac- 
tors and the followers of other 
*pecial schools of medicine, it is 
understood, ‘are practically 
free from” any worries on 
this point. Those who patronize 
them mrust generally pay in ad- 
vance, and where this is not the 
case Outstanding accounts are for 
the most part settled at the first 
of the month. 

According to the estimates 
various representative physicians, 
the average loss to the genera! 
practitioner is about one-third of 
his total accounts. This is the. 
amount, it is asserted, which the 
average. doctor forfeits owing to 
the disinclination of patients to 
pay their bills and to bis inability 
to collect them successfully. Doc- 
tore as a rule are far from being 
business men, and pursuing a pro- 
feasion, as they do, involving jong 
hours and often arduous work.

Moroccan Natives Can Cover Long 
Distances tn Short Time 


Theee Riflian soldiers who are 
extremely. brave, and excellent 
shots, are in addition indefatiga- 
ble walkers. They are capgble of 
covering in one night forty or fif- 
ty kilometers; they disappear in 
the evening ffom a point where 
one expects to surprise them, and 
appear the next day far away.

DIAMOND MINES TRICKED 


Cunning of Native Workers Pitted Against Overseers 
Illicit Gem Smuggling 


{BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

CAPE TOWN, Nov. 29.—In ehe glaring sunshine of an African 
afternoon, a line of naked Kaffirs filed past a little white man in dirty 
white ducks. These naked Kaffirs shuffied slowly by a huge, grayish- 
green dump which was the slag heap of one of the world’s biggest 


diamond mines, in Kimberly. Toemptnes and witnessed from 


As they came forward, the lit- 
tle man in dirty white ducks seized 
them, ran his hands over their 
shining hbieack bodies, peered ingo 
their mouths, lifted up their arms 
so that the armpits were exposed, 
ahd finally best downto examine 
their naked feet in the dust. 

Half satisfied, the white man 
grunted, and grinning hugely the 
Kaffir passed on. The next moment 
the little man in dirty white ducks 
was allowing his hands to travel 
swiftly over another naked black

y. 

“What te itt” he was asked. “A 
doctor's examination?” 

“T. D. B..” was the laconic re- 
ply. “The native workers are be- 
ing searched to see that they don’t 
carry any diamonds away from the 
mine.” 

READY PURCHASERS 

I. D. B., or diamond buy- 
Ing. is the curse of the dlamond 
fields. It is one of the most dimfi- 
cult criminal practices to prevent 
in the whole world. The African 
native knows that if black 
cunning he can secrete a Glamond 
and bring it safely through the 
sharp scrutiny of the mine offi- 
clals, that there are dozens of 
white men outside the mine com- 
pounds who will be only too ready 
to purchase the stone... 

These white men, or Illicit dia- 
mond Tuyers, will pay $26, $50 or 
even $100 to a native for a stone. 
To the native who has no real 
knowledge of the value of dia- 
monds, this is a large sum. It 
means the powerto purchase much 
tobacco, brown boots, gay” socks 
and ties as worn by the whites, 
and maybe a wife or two in his 
native kraal. The illicit diamond 
buyer can make as much as $1500 
or $2000 on such stones. It is one 
of the most profitable criminal ad- 
ventures in the world, but also one 
of the most difficult, 

In South Africa there is a spe- 
Aial detective force that is con- 
cerned solely with illicit diamond 
buying. The diamond mines have 
their own big staff of watchers 
and private detectives. The penal- 
ty for this crime is a severe one. 
In the cape it ranks next to mur- 
der in importance. 


THEFTS GO ON, 

Yet, despite ‘these precautions, 
despite these severe penalties, the 
practice of I. D. B. continues. In 
the multiferous workings of the 
diamond mines at Kimberly, op- 
portunities of filching and dispos- 
ing of diamonds are many. The 
sharpest oversight can scarcely 
prevent nimble-fingered “workers 
from slyly secreting tiny crystals 
in picking over the concentrates on 
the sorting tables or in handling 
the deposit In the rockers and pud- 
dling pans. And when the native 


workers are free from the mines 
and roaming about in their com- 
pounds, it is easy enough for them 
to dispose of a stone secretly while 
apparently haggling with a white 
man over the purchase of a hat 
or a blanket. 


The detectives of the diamond 
department have to be constantly 
fighting the resourceful methods 
of some of the cleverest criminals. 


They employ natives in their serv- 


ice, known as “trap hoya” These 


natives move freely about the com- 


pounds, talking, laughing and 


smoking, always ecouting for in- 
formation concerning those who I1- 


licitiy dabble in diamends and 


evade detection.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—The op- 


ponents of the Philippine inde-| 


pendence plan aim to settle the 
issie “permanently” by submitting 
it to the American people, Nor- 
bert Lyons, secretary of the 
United Mission, has announced. 

The mission represents in this 
country the American Chamber of 
Commerce of the Philippines, and 
is directing the campaign to de- 
cide the question. It is planned, 
Lyons said, to cause the introduc- 
tion in'the next Congress of a bill 
calling for a national referendum 
on a constitutional amendment 
alientating the sovereignty of the 
United States from the Philippines. 
The organization leading the fight 
believes that the American people 
never will relinquish control of 

the islands. 

The constitutional amendment 
has been resorted to upon the 
ground that Congress has no power 
either expressed or implied, in the 
Constitution, to pass upon the ques- 
tion. 

The American Chamber of Com- 
merce of the Philippines, Lyons 
said, is leading the fight against 
independence, use important 
commercial questions such as the 
possible. investment of American 
capital in rubber plantations in 
the islands are being held in abey- 
ance pending a settlement of the 
independence issue. 

Behind the move against tnde- 
pendence are some of the largest 
commercial organizations in the 
Philippines which fear deprecia- 
tion of their property should the 
United States relinquish control. 
These interests, Lyons said, feel 
that President -Coolidge’s admin- 
istration will be favorably inclined 
to the plan for a refefendum.

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TREES PLENTY 
FOR CHRISTMAS 


Farm Bureau Allays Fear of 


Shortage 
Department Suggests That 
Nurseries Be Started 


| Native Holly Found Along 


Atlantic Coast 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The 
season of, the year Is approaching 
when Christmas greens and deco- 
rations hold the center of the 
stage. Now and then one hears 
fears expressed that perhaps the 
supply of Christmas trees may be 
exhausted. The Department of 
Agriculture hastens to allay such 
fears. 

The majority of Christmas trees 
are scrub pine which are of little 
value except as an aid tn celebrat- 
ing Christmas or as firewood. Also 
this pine reseeds rapidly so that 
there is little danger of a short- 
age. Gome cedar and hemiock are 
used, but for the most part they 
are too slender branched to be in 
great demand. The better grades 
of various species of spruce and 
fir have been imported by the 
southern cities from the north, al- 
though during the last two years 
these shipments have been some- 
what cuctailed by quarantines 
the biister-rust and gypsy 
moth. 


‘PROFTT IN 

The department has made the 
suggestion that nurseries be «tart- 
ed. It is said that these require 
little attention and the profits are 
well worth while. One man in 
ennsyivania last year cleared 
over $7000 during the holiday sea- 
son. A side issue which yields 
such an income is certainly worth 
taking note of. 

The suggestion is that farmers 
plant unoccupied or unused land 
in nursery rows three feet apart 
each way, with volunteér seedlings 
or collect and sow the seed. While 
the market for such material is 
limited, alternate rows and alter- 
,mnate trees in the remaining rows 
;} may be cut for Christmas as soon 
as the trees reach sufficient size. 
, The remaining trees, now six feet 
apart each way, may be grown to 
maturity for stove, lumber or pulp 
purposes. The State and national 
forestry departments will advise as 
to the best trees adapted to each 
section and some State forestry 
departments will furnish seedling 
trees at a very nominal cost. 

A tact which, if generally 
known, might aid in popularizing 
the nursery idea, is that several 
States have laws exempting refor- 
ested land from taxation for a pe- 
riod of twenty or more years, and 
other 8: contemplating the 
enactment of similar laws. It 
would seem that many people now 
paying taxes*on land which they 
are not cultivating would be glad 
to avail themselves of such an op- 
portunity. 

Persons who have made a study 
of the situation say that there 
should be little or no complaint 
against a legitimate use of Chris- 
mas trees. The unscrupulous prac- 
tice of cutting trees without the 
owner's permission, sometimes in 
large quantities for market pur- 
poses, should certainly be stopped 
by the owners and a charge made 
for cutting. It te reported that 
in some sections of New York State 
owners have resorted ‘to spraying 


their trees in November with a 
mixture of lime and giue to make 
them wunesalable if stolen. This 
mixture is washed off by the 
spring rains without injury to the 
trees. 


NATIVE HOLLY 

The native holly is largely a 
coastal plant and ranges from 
Massachusetts to Florida and East- 
ern Texas. While many places in 
the Mast have their own supply 
of holly, a great many localities 
are obliged to depend upon ship- 
ments from outside sources. Large 
shipments are made from Delaware 
and the eastern. shore of Mary- 
land. 

A report of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad showed that last year it 
shipped 13,979 cases of holly 
branches and wreaths, each case 
containing 200 wreaths, from those 
sections. Undoubtedly ag many 
more cases were shipped by boat, 
and an equal amotnt shipped by 
Eastern Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Texas and rgia.

160 miles in diameter and contain- 
ing about 26,000 uare miles, 
completely walled in by what 
known as the Hogback uplift. This 
ls an elevated structure situated 
between the backwashed slanting / 
wall proper and the several moun- 
tain ranges that are interlinked to 
complete the circle. On the rim 
and within the basin seventeen 
structures have been identified. 

On the western rim of the basin 
the Midwest O11 Company, drilling 
on the Hogback structure of the 
Navajo reservation, has completed 
ten wells, all producing from sands 
700 to 800 feet deep, that had dai- 
ly initial capacities ranging  be- 
tween 260 to 1400 barrels.

lave. They are hard, barren. deso- 
late, forbidding places—the very 

t, sO to speak, on the globe. 

We fished off Indefatigable Is- 
land for a week, going ashore on 
occasions. The heat was intense. 
Many strange forms of life af- 
forded us interest and excitement. 
Prominent among them was the 
marine iguana, a lizard four feet 
long, harmless and easily captured, 
but very frightful looking. 

The fishing along the north 
shore of Indefatigable thrilled us, 
though we did not find any of the 
great game fish of the Pacific. 
There was one exception. I caught 
a dolphin (properly named cory- 
phene) that weighed fifty nds, 
the largest I ever heard o Yel- 
low-fin tuna, golden-spotted mack- 
erel and wahoo deserve mention 
among the numberless species we 
caught. We saw orca off San Sal- 
vador, and there were giant rays 
leaping everywhere, sometimes un- 
comfortably near the boats. 

Tower Island, seventy miles 
from Indefatigable, is the most ter- 
rible spot I ever visited and is in- 
finitely worse than Death Valley. 
It would take a volume to tell 
why. We anchored in Darwin 
Bay, which was discovered by the 
great 1386 or, 1838. 
This bay is the uth of a crater 
a mile wide. | 

Strange sed fowl soared and cir- 
cled and screamed in countless 
numbers. The bay was full of fish, 
but we could not catch them be- 
cause of t sharks. Schools of

black sharks, 800 to 500 pounds in 


weight, swam around us on the 
surface, and when we hooked « 
fish, which happened the instant 
we put a bait overboard, we were 
at once surrounded by the hideous 
creatures. They were man-eaters, 
judging from their disposition. 
Cocos Island, famous for years 
as the buried treasure island of 
the Pacific, presented a remark- 
able contrast to the Galapagos. 
Really little ls known about this 
wonderful gem of the tropic sea. 
In fact, all we had heard about 
was untrue. It was reported to be 
160 miles off Costa Rica. As «@ 
matter of fact, it was more than

These 
sharks were bronze and yellow in 
color, very fast and savage, with

LETTUCE SHIPMENTS 
EARLIER THAN USUAL

PHOENIX, Nov. 29. — Lettuce 
shipments from the Salt River 
Valley this year are five days ear- 
jlier than ever before known. The 
}first carload left on the 23rd inst. 
for New York, with expectation 
on the part of the shippers that 
a large part of the cargo will be 
transshipped to England.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Sca tter- 
ing irregularities appeared in the 
bisiness situation last week, with- 
out endangering the progressive 
trend.

Improvement in the basic indus- 
tries continued without interrup- 
tion last week. New business for 
the steel companies, the trade re- 
views reported, exceeded current 
shipments by a wide margin. 


BUYING HEAVIER 

The attempt to stabilize prices 
at a more profitable level has stim- 
ulated buying with the prospect 
that operations will be maintained 
for the rest of the year between 
80 and 90 per cent of capacity. 

With the exception of the anth- 
racite coal carriers and a few of 
the Southwestern lines, the rail- 
roads continued to report favora- 
ble earnings for October.

Forest Lawn Park at Glendale to Get Only Full-size 


Reproduction of Michaelangelo W ork 


The only full-sized reproduction ever made of Michaelangelo's 
heroic statue of the prophet Moses has been completed under the 
personal direction of Prof. Armando Vene of the Ministry of Arts 
of Rome, at the studio of A. Frilli in Florence,. Italy, and has been 
placed aboard a vessel for shipment to this port for placement in 


Forest Lawn Mémorial 


Park, Glendale, according to cable advices 


received from the Ministry of Arts, Italy, yesterday. 


The carving of the statue was 


arranged by Hubert Eaton, chair- 
man of the advisory board of For- 
est Lawn, during a European 
trip last year for the purpose of 
securing a number of authentic 
pieces of world-famed statuary and 
other art objects for the further 
enrichment of the art treasures of 
Southern California. While the 


Italian government does not permit 
the exportation of originals, 
through the officers of its Ministry 
of Art, it extended the closest co- 
operation in securing the faithful 
reproduction of certain world- 
famed pieces, the work being done 
by the best-known of modern Ital- 
lan sculptors under the direction 
of the Ministry of Arts itself. 
For the copying of the master- 
piece of Michael Anglo, a block 
of marble was obtained 
same Quarry as that from which 
the great sculptor obtained the 
marble of his original plece and 
the utmost care has been taken in 
perfectly reproducing the master- 
piece, even to the chipping of one 
knee which legend states that the 


great sculptor himself did to the 


original piece when transfixed by 
his emotions upon the completion 
of his work. It seemed to him

What is taking place now in China in the 
way of rebellion is not unusual. It attracts 
attention only because the United 
States is one of the nations seeking to wake 
China from its lethargy, to bring it into 
line with the movement of modern civill- 
gation. In another column on this page 


a resident of China, engaged in missionary 
work gives some views based on his ex- 
perience concerning the future of the Chi- 
nese people. 

He tells some things not generally 
known about the past of China, among 
them the great Tai Ping rebellion of 
the nineteenth century, ,in which more 
lives were lost than in the rld War. 
From his viewpoint, the industrial salva- 
tion of China, as well as the spiritual sa)- 
vation, must come and will come through 
the Christian religion. 

China was converted a few centuries ago 
to a new religion, Buddhism, coming from 
India. But those who have made a study 
of Chinese custome and Chinese life report 
that the Chinese devoured Buddhism, that 
it sank into the great Chinese morass as 
seed, but that the harvest was something 
vastly different from the Buddhism of In- 
dia. 

As Mr. Fulton relates, China possesses 
mineral wealth so vast that, intensviely ex- 
ploited, it could supply the world for the 
next 1000 years. But the Chinese are not 
interested in exploiting their natura) re- 
sources. They have no desire for a higher 
standard of living than that which sufficed 
their ancestors. The pursuit of wealth is, 
te them, the antithesis of the pursuit of 
happiness. 

Industrial America is interested in Chi- 
nese markets; religious America is inter- 
ested in converti the Chinese to the 
Christian faith; intellectual and scientific 
America are rather intlined to be neutral; 
while governmental America is interested in 
protecting China from the aggressions of 
powerful and avaricious powers that seek to 
annex Chinese territory. 

China is not a menace to the peace of 
the Pacific area. The only menace to that 
peace comes from other powers that would 
exploit China for personal advantage. Our 
policy of the open door maintains that any 
concessions wrested from impotent Chinese 
governments shall. not be exclusive, that 
equality of opportunity should be preserved 
for all peoples, and that’China shall not 
be robbed of her natural resources. 


THE FOG COMES IN 

“Rum Row” has moved from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. Anchored on the banks 
about sixty miles west of Catalina are units 
of a rum fleet carrying cargoes of liquor 
that they bope to land and sell illicitly in 
California. They are on the high seas and 
are not subject to molestation by revenue 

cutters in the Federal service. : 
These vessels fiy foreign flags and have 
cleared from foreign ports. Their govern- 
ments are probably aware of the nefarious 
traffic in which they are engaged, that their 
purpose is to connive in the violation of 
the laws of this country and to make an 


illicit profit thereby, and yet they are under

the protection of these governments. 50 
long as they stay outside the twelve-mile 
limit they are outside the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 


Plainly, so-called international law ig at 
fault. The rum fleet represents a condition 
for which there is no precedent and, conse 
quently, no law. The crews are engaged 
in a traffic legal in their respective coun- 
tries and claim the right to dispose of their 
wares on the high seas to those who are 
able and willing to buy. The shallow wa- 
ters of the banks enable them to ride at 
anchor and to mock the crews of the reve- 
nue cutters that circle about them. 

The captains and mates of these vessels 
scan hourly the northern and western hori- 
zons, seeking traces of an incoming fos; 
and the denser the fog the better the busi- 
ness for the rum fleet. For it is then that 
power launches put Off from the California 
coast, secure a supply of contraband liquor 
and steal back under the cover of the mist 
and darkness to their confederate bootleg: 
gers in some inlet along the shore, where 
the liquor is transferred to waiting automo- 
biles that speed away inland. 

It is a discreditable business all ‘round, dis- 
creditable to the governments whose flags 
are sullied by such practices, discreditaDle 
to those whose funds are invested in such 
enterprises, discreditable to those on shore 
who are in collusion with the rum-runners 
and doubly discreditable to those who call 
themselves law-abiding citizens and loyal 
Americans and yet break the laws of their 
country and sully the American dollar by 
using it to purchase contraband. 

The answer of the foreign governments 
to protests from our own is that their ves- 
sels are violating no law, that the law is 
not violated until the liquor passes within 
the twelve-mile limit. 

Under the present code of International 
law the only way to break up this evil prac- 
tice is to make it unprofitable. The govern- 
ment is doing its part. Three revenue cut- 
ters, accompanied by a fleet of swift power 
launches, are patrolling the waters off the 
coast of Southern California. The power 
launches act as sentinels. They cruise 
about the rum fleet and observe closely 
what launches approach. clear days 
and moonlight sights they can follow the 
smuggling craft inside the twelve-mile limit 
and apprehend them. It is only when the 
fog is dense that the illicit traffic can pros- 
per. * 

It is wholly to the credit of the govern- 
ment that an English company that was 
financing a rum fleet off the Atlantic Coast 
went bankrupt last year. 

Blockading is expensive and arduous; and 
to be fully successful the government must 
receive co-operation from on shore. The 
honor and the good name of the communi- 
ties of Southern California are involved. 
To support such a traffic Is a public dis- 
grace. It is placing a premium on crime. 
It brands the communities of Southern Cali- 
fornia as communities of lawbreakers. No 
one honestly questions that one who pays 
another to commit a crime is as guilty as 
the actual perpetrator of the deed. 

Southern California has been put to the 
test. Its honor and pfobity have been im- 
pudently challenged. What shall be our an- 
swer? Ask yourself tifs question when 
tempted to patronize a bootlegger or to 
make one of a group so dull and stupid that 
there can be no hilarity and good fellowship 
except that induced by the after effect «i 
consuming bootleg liquor. Company that 
requires such a stimulant is company that 
it is both wise and prudent to avoid.

A Town Grew About Ohio Institu- 
tion Founded in 1817 


lege, one of the oldest educational 
institutions in Ohio, has passed out 
of existence, ‘ 

The story ts one characteristio of 
this comparatively remote section 
of the State, with its isolated com- 
munities hidden tn the hilis. It is 
@ story of a college that bullt a 
town—and of a town that out- 
pstripped the thing that gave it! 
life. The town lives, but the col-' 
lege is gone. — 

Franklin College was founded in 
1817 and chartered in 1825, which, 
according to records of the institu- 
tion, made it one of the oldest cen- 
ters of higher learning In the State. 

The founder, the Rev. John 
Walker, chose the college site and 
then named the town that was to 
surround it. 

In the early days, students and 
the industry necessary to main- 


a settlement and it was not long 
until New Athens was a thriving 
community. But the railroads for- 
got New Athens and it became in- 
creasingly hard for students to go 
there. So registration declined. 

Franklin College yeariy strug- 

ed for its existence. The World 

ar period added the last obsta- 
cle that could not be surmounted 
and the institution recently “gave 
up the ghost.”—([(Cincinnati En-

Sitting Im the back row at @ 
sciéntific meeting the other eve- 
ning, I casually studied the heads 
in front of me. Most of them were

I was surprised to see a wen on 
this man’s head, for he was prob- 
ably a doctor, (It was a medical 
meeting.) Of course, we doctors 
are subject to the ailments and 
disabilities of other people, but I 
couldn’t imagine a doctor support- 
ing such a thing as this. 

Wens are funny; they're not se- 
rious. They very rarely amount to 
anything except a deformity. I 
had better give you a little clas- 
sified data on them. 
Definition—Wens are fnnocent 
little tumors of various sizes, ele- 
vated, rounded, soft or firm, having 
their seats In and under the skin. 
Their contents are made up most- 
ly of sebaceous material—(similar 
to the material of blackheads)— 
and they may be cheesy and soft, 
sometimes to fluidity, or a yellowish 
color, often with a bad odor. 
Sites and Numbers—The favorite 
regions of the wen formations are 
on face, scalp and back, where 
the sebaceous glands are thickest. 
In most cases but one wen is pres- 
ent, although they may come in 
sets of two or three or more, 
Symptoms--Wens are of slow 
growth, often taking years to reach 
any conspicuous size. After reach- 
ing variable proportions, from a 
pea to a walnut, or larger, they 
may remain stationary. Wena on 
the scalp, sooner or later—probably 
from the stretching of the skin so 
that the blood supply is cut of—

the openings from the glands have 
become dammed up, and this may 
account for their formation. How- 
ever, some wens do have a tiny 
opening through which the con- 
tents can be pressed. This will 
cause a variation, in their size. 
There aré other causes, embryonic 
in type, listed by authorities, which 
you wouldn't understand for us to 
think of them as cysts of the seba- 
ceous (oll) glands. 

Differential osis—There are 
other tumors of the skin that may 
be mistaken fur wens: for instance, 
tumors made of fat (lHpomas;) 
tumors made of fibrous tissue 
(fibromas.) The fatty tumors are 
generally 1! are lobular: 
that is, they ally consist of sev- 
eral rounded forms lumped togeth- 
er. The position of the fibromas 
are usually different from those 
of the sebaceous type, or wens,

Treatment—There is only one 
treatment for wens. I am sorry 
I can't tell you that it’s the prop- 
er diet and a change to more 
healthful habits. No. the treatment 
is solely surgical. It's very simple 
and can be done under local 
anesthesia. A one-line incision 
is usually made andthe mass with 
its enveloping sac are shelled out.

BRAIN FUNCTIONS 
EVEN WITHOUT SLEEP 


Condensed sleep, as a possibility 
for man’s improvement, is dis- 
cussed by Watson Davis, manag- 
ing editor of Science Service, in an 
article in the October Current His- 
tory Magazine. Whether the effi- 
ciency of sleep falls off, if a man 
gives himself but three or four 


hours’ sleep a night, has not yet 
been proven, Mr. vis writes, and 
as a step toward new light on this 
problem a sleep test was recently 
held at George Washington Univer- 
sity, Washington, D. C. Bight estu- 
dents and Dr. Fred A. Moss, their 
psychology professor, went sixty 
hours without sleep. During the 
period numerous tests were made 
to determine whether the lack of 
rest was Gepleting the vitality of 
the nine. 

“The early returns of the tests,” 
writes Mr. vis, “show that the 
mind can withstand fatigue with 
considerable fortitude.” The stu- 
dents were cheerful and bright 
throughout the ordeal.
